Vast Changes Seen 
in Social Security 


During This Year 


Washington. Aug. IS—(AP)— 


With Capitol Hill tax experts al- 
ready neck-deep in blueprints for 
a postwar revenue program. Sen- 
ator George (D-Ga) predicted to- 
day that congress will have to 
plunge early next year into "a 
rather full revision" of the so- 
cial security law. 


"We are setting all sorts of 


requests for an expanded social 
.security program", said George, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee which handles tax matters on 
the senate side. 
(Social security 


legislation Is so classified because 
of the payroll levies on employ- 
ets and employes.) 


George sees three principal de- 


cisions that must be reached on 
social security. 
They arc: 


1. Shall 
public 
assistance 


grants paid jointly by the fed- 
eral and state governments to 
the 
needy 
aged 
be 
equalized 


throughout the -IS states? 


1!. Shall the old age and sur- 


vivors insurance program, which 
employers and employes finance 
through payroll Uixes. be broad- 
ened to take in large groups not 
now covered—such as farm labor, 
domestics, and employes of the 
federal, state, county and muni- 
cipal governments? 


3. Finally, 
shall the federal 


government sponsor an 
all-haz- 


ard program of medical and hos- 
pital care, maternity benefits .and 
payments to persons unable • to 
work because of accident or ill- 
ness? 


May I,ct Levy Double 


Curiously, one major change in 


the social security problem can 
be produced • by congressional 
in- 


action—the scheduled automatic 
doubling of the present 1 percent 
payroll levy 
on employers and 


employes next Jan. 1. Three times 
the senate has blocked the other- 
wise automatic increase on tht 
ground it wasn't needed at the 
time, 
but indications today arc 


that it will be allowed to rise in 
the expectation of a sharply in- 
creased drain on the fund after 
the war. 


The finance chairman estimat- 


ed tint ut le.ist another 3 per- 
cent would have to be collected 
from employers and employes to 
finance a cradle-to-grave plan of 
protection against health and ac- 
cident hazards. 
With the auto- 


matic rise in the present payroll 
lev-,', that would bring the tax 
to 0 per cent or more on all cov- 
ered workers and 'their employ- 
ers. 


There is certain to be a drive 


to give war, veterans full credit 
for time spent in the services, 
against their social security tax- 
es. Nobody in congress has said 
out loud he would vote against 
that.

suaded that Wilson was a god and 
that none of the fault was his. 
However, the A-hole thing is very 
provocative so I think the result 
will be a reopening of the debate 
among those who see it.

American Battle Monuments Com- 
mission, under General Pcrshing. 
where he served from Jan. 18 
to Aug. 15. 1927. 
Kc pursued 


his studies in the Army War Col- 
lege at Washington, and was grad- 
uated on Juno 19, 1928, leaving 
immediately for France, where 
until Sept. 15, 1929, he was again 
on duty with the Battle Monu- 
ments Commission in Paris. 


During fifteen months we find 


Major Eisenhower journeying over 
the battlegrounds of World War I 
in France, jotting down notes and 
making maps for an official "Guide 
to American Battlefields in Eu- 
rope." 
This was published by 


the Government; its thoroughness 
and keen observations were highly 
commended 


While Eisenhower was living in 


Paris, the Kellogg-Briand Anti- 
War Treaty was being created 
Ike met the leading military fig- 
ures and statesmen of the time. 
He attended sessions of the treaty 
conference, of -the Chamber o'f 
Deputies and the French Senate, 
went to Geneva to observe the 
League of Nations in operation, 
and bccanve an ardent student of 
international relations and world 
a flairs.

PISENHOWER was receiving his 
-*-1 first insight into both diplo- 
macy and human nature. He was 
assigned to the War Department, 
in Wnshinston, where as assistant 


executive in the office o£ the As- 
sistant Secretary of War, he gained 
his first knowledge of the necessity 
of preparedness to preserve peace 
and enforce it in case of emer- 
gency. 
Here he remained from 


Nov. 8. 1929, until Feb. 20, 1933— 
more than three years of intensive 
study and work. 
It was at this 


imc that he was awarded the Dis- 
inguishcd Service Medal. 


He was in the War Department 


during the last days of the Hoover 
Administration. The great depres- 
sion, which was sweeping the na- 
.ion and the world, was develop- 
ing into a crisis. 


Gen. Douglas MacArtlnir was 


"hicf of StnfT of the United States 
Army, nt Washington, during these 
critical days of 1930-35. He, too. 
was visioning perils ahead and 
working indcfatigably to arouse 
the nation to the necessity of pre- 
paredness. 
Hitler w.is rising to 


power in Germany, which 'also 
was in the throes of economic de- 
pression: by pressure, intimidation 
and threats he was made Chancel- 
lor by the aged Von Hmdcnbcrg. 


These were the conditions when 


we find Major Eisenhower serving 
General MacAithur as special as- 
sistant to the Chief of Staff from 
Feb. 20, 1933, to Sept. 24. 1935— 
through more than two and one- 
half years of crisis,

T7ISEXHOWER had just 
been 


graduated from Uie Army In- 


dustrial College and was now one 
of the best equipped military mcr 
in Washington. MacArthur was 
exerting his energies to arouse 
both Congress and the American 
people to the immediate necessity 
of establishing a mechanized army 
His vigorous appeals for appro- 
priations for American defense oc- 
cupied thousands of pages in the 
records of Congress. If they had 
been heeded, we would not have 


i been caught unprotected in 
the 


i Philippines and the Pacific. 


. Working unceasingly, Eiscnhow- 
:i- was collecting tnc materials 
ind evidence for General Mac- 
Arthur's icports to Congress. After 
•cading the documents placed be- 
'ore him. MacArthur appointed 
Eisenhower as his aide. 


In the meantime, Japan was at 


war with China. Hitler, in Gcr- 
nany, began surreptitiously -to 
mild a 
powerful 
army. 
The 


Reichstag, now under his control, 
voted him absolute- power. 
He 


began his reign of intrigue, per- 
iccutions. executions, as his storm 
iroopcrs and Gestapo started on 
heir nefarious campaigns. 


Mussolini, in Italy, defiant of all 


he pledges to maintain peace, 
started on his invasion of Ethio- 
)ia to create a new Italian Em- 
)ire. and • after ruthless warfare, 
during which Emperor llaile Sc- 
assie and his family were forced 
o flee from Addis Ababa to Eng- 
and, Mussolini decreed Victor 
Smmanucl Emperor of Ethiopia. 
Hitler, in Germany, repudiated the 
Versailles Treaty 
and 
ordered 


conscription, openly defying the 
the world. 


Those were the ominous rum- 


blings as General MacArthur rc- 


ivt-d an urgent appeal from the 


Philippines to conic to their de- 
fense. President Manuel Quezon, 
observing the Japanese thrusts in- 
to China, realized that the war- 
lords were plotting to invade his 
country as the key to their con- 
quest of the Pacific. He could lead 
the handwriting on the wall. 


General MacArthur answered 


the call, retired from the General 
Staff at Washington, and sailed 
for the Philippines. And in Sep- 
tember. 1935. Major Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was crossing the Pa- 
cific to become assistant military 
adviser to General MncArthuf. 
Stationed at Manila, from Oct. 
26, 1933.^.0 Dec. 13. 1939. he was 
promoted 
to 
lieutenant-colonel 


(July 1, 1936). Here they began 
the heroic effort against time to 
build up the defenses of the is- 
lands. History has recorded these 
five years of, tremendous labors 
to avert the approaching tragedy. 
MacArthur's achievements with 
his limited resources and man- 
power arc notable military rec- 
ords.
